Claim 665,237 perished in China's big earthquake 


HONG KONG (AP) - A top-secret 
Chinese document says that the 
earthquake last July in northeast 
China killed 655,237 persons, the se­ 
cond largest quake toll in history, a 
leading Hong Kong newspaper 
reported today. 
The South China Morning Post said 
the document reported 779.000 
persons were injured, 79,000 of them 
seriously. 
The paper did not say how it ob­ 
tained information on the report. It 


said it was released at an emergency 
conference on earthquake relief 
work in August. 
The quake on July 28 virtually 
destroyed Tangshan. an industrial 
city of 1.6 million population 105 
miles southeast of Peking. It did con­ 
siderable damage in Tientsin. 
China s third largest city, which had 
a population of 4.3 million. 
The Chinese government admitted 
that there were many casualties and 
serious damage, but it has never an­ 


nounced any figures. Cuban and 
Yugoslav news dispatches reported 
tens of thousands killed. But the 
Chinese government declined all of­ 
fers of foreign aid. and since no 
foreign relief personnel were admit­ 
ted to the devastated area, there 
were no estimates from such trained 
observers available to foreign 
newsmen. 
The greatest recorded loss of life 
from an earthquake occurred in 
China more than 400 years ago. on 


Jan. 23. 1556. An estimated 830,000 
persons were killed then in Shensi 
province, in central China 
The second highest death toll, ac­ 
cording to historical records, was 
300.000 in Calcutta. India, on Oct. 11, 
1737 
The July quake measured 8.2 on 
the Richter scale, the highest since 
the 1964 Alaska quake and slightly 
less than the estimated magnitude of 
the San Francisco earthquake of 
1906. 


Hsinhua, the official Chinese news 
agency, reported in October that 
more than 70 per cent of Tangshan s 
mines and factories were back in full 
or partial operation. That report said 
roads and highways in the area had 
reopened in S eptem ber, and 
Tangshan had been largely rebuilt 
As quoted by the South China 
Morning Post, the secret August 
report said the Chinese army was on 
guard “ day and night" in the 
devastated area after the quake.

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Brown's school plan 
praised by the GOP, 
but Demos hold out 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. Edmund Brown J r.’s $3 3- 
billion five-year school finance plan is getting rave 
reviews from Republicans, but Democrats are cautious in 
their comments. 


The Democratic governor unveiled the proposal, which 
he says can be financed from surpluses and natural 
growth of existing state revenues, at a closed-door brief­ 
ing Tuesday with state schools chief Wilson Riles and 16 
leaders of the legislature. 
Key elements of the Brown plan would grant almost all 
new state school funds over the next five years to low- 
wealth districts and repeal restrictions on funds for han­ 
dicapped, gifted and slow-learning children. 
The plan would continue to grant those special program 
funds — currently about $200 million a year - to the same 
school districts, but without requiring that they be spent 
separately from other school money. 
The S3 3 billion in new state support for schools would 
be phased in over five years: $294 million in the 1977-78 
school year and amounts of $347 million, $590 million, $858 
million and $1.17 billion in the following years 
Currently, local property taxes raise $4 billion for 
schools, and the state puts up about $2 8 billion. 
Brown unveiled the plan a week after the California Su­ 
preme Court ruled that the state's current system of 
school support is unconstitutional because it provides bet­ 
ter educational opportunity for children from wealthy dis­ 
tricts. 


Assemblyman Paul Priolo. the Republican floor leader 
of the lower house, quickly endorsed the plan and pledged 
GOP support. 
“ My Republican colleagues and I believe the governor 
has designed a politically realistic program” which 
avoids a tax increase. Priolo said. “Today he was certain­ 
ly more Republican than Democratic,” the Pacific 
Palisades Republican said. 
But Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy, a Democrat 
whose home district of San Francisco would get little or 
no help from the Brown plan, rushed from the meeting 
Tuesday without comment. 
Senate President pro tern James Mills, D-San Diego, 
also declined comment. Mills, who was described as 
“ very disturbed,” met with Brown later in the day, but 
still refused comment. 
Other Democrats tempered their praise. 
“ I m unconvinced the proposal moves far enough, and 
the proposal needs major deliberation and refinement, 
said Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, D-San Jose. 
But 
the governor has brought together all the important ele­ 
ments and many of the persons necessary to forge sound 
legislation” 
Riles warmly praised the Brown plan, but he did not 
specifically endorse it. 
“ I'm optimistic about what he came up with,” Riles 
said. “ He is restructuring and reforming the system It is 
ail there. It means using the money that we have more 
effectively, with fewer state mandates.”

Lloyd introduces 
several bills 


Rep. Jim Lloyd, D-35th Dist., West 
Covina, introduced several bills 
Tuesday, the first day of the 95th 
Congress. 
These major bills reflect Lloyd’s 
efforts during his first term to 
stream line bureaucracy and cut 
through the red tape of federal 
regulations for businesses and con­ 
sumers. 
Lloyd's legislation would overhaul 
or abolish federal regulatory agen­ 
cies found to be w asteful or 
duplicative. 
His zero base budgeting requires a 
top to bottom look at all government 
spending every four years. 


Other first-day bills introduced by 
Lloyd include mandatory sentencing 
for those convicted of using a 
firearm in the commission of a 


crime, congressional veto over rules 
issued by government agencies and 
the proposal to make buildings ac- 
cessable to the handicapped. 
Lloyd said “I pledge myself to the 
elimination of bureaucratic waste, 
both of taxpayers time and money 
This wide range of legislation will 
be supplemented by other proposals 
later in January including property 
tax relief for senior citizens and 
Social Security revisions. 
“ The State of the Union Address.” 
which will be given later this month, 
will determine further legislative 
programs, Lloyd said 
i t is my belief that Congress will 
work out a budget to give this 
country a strong, no-waste defense 
while addressing the programs of un­ 
employment and the expansion of in­ 
dustry.”

received its name from a Latin mot­ 
to: “ Mens sana in corpore sano,” 


which means “ a sound mind in a 
sound bod body.” It bought the 
Griswold property as a commercial 
investment. 
The property contains a newly- 
c o n stru cted three-sto ry office 
building, a building housing Betsy 
Ross Ice Cream, a stockbrokers 
building, a medical building, and a 
retail-professional building. 
Healy said that the office building 
completed in 1976 has the top two 
floors occupied, but 9.000 square feet 
of ground floor are available ior 
lease.

Kasabian 
to appear 
in court 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Linda 
Kasabian, the one-time Charles 
Manson follower who helped convict 
Manson and his followers of the 
Tate-LaBianca murders, was to ap­ 
pear in court today after being ar­ 
rested as a material witness in the 
retrial of Leslie Van Houten. 
However, a spokesman for the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office said he ex­ 
pects Mrs. Kasabian to be freed to 
return to Florida after she signs a 
written promise to be available to 
testify in the retrial later this year of 
Leslie Van Houten on a murder 
charge. 
Although still accompanied by dis­ 
trict attorney's investigators, she 
was released from custody Monday 
after agreeing to cooperate with 
prosecutors. 
Mrs. Kasabian, also known as 
Linda Christian, was arrested in 
Miami early Monday on a warrant 
obtained by Los Angeles Deputy 
District Attorney Stephen Kay, who 
is handling Miss Van H outen’s 
retrial. 
Kay said he asked for the warrant 
to be issued because he felt Mrs. 
Kasabian was trying to avoid being 
located and returned to testify. She 
was found by district attorney's in­ 
vestigators. 
Last week. Beverly Hills attorney 
Gary Fleischman. who represents 
Mrs Kasabian. said she had hoped 
she would not again be sought as the 
prosecution’s star witness 
“ For one thing,” Fleischman said, 
she still fears for her life since her 
testimony was the main reason 
Charlie Manson was convicted.” 
Mrs Kasabian was with Manson 
and his other followers the night of 
Aug. 9, 1969, when actress Sharon 
Tate and four others were killed, as 
well as the next night when the Leno 
LaBianca and his wife were slain. 
However, she did not take part in 
the killings and was granted im­ 
munity in return for her testimony. 
She was the star witness in the 
1979-71 trial in which Manson and 
two followers, Susan Atkins and 
Patricia Krenwinkel, were con­ 
victed. She also testified at the trial 
of Charles “Tex” Watson, another 
Manson follower who was convicted 
of the Tate murders.

Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. ap­ 
pointed the former University of 
California economist in February 
1975 to the $37.212-a-year job as head 
of the department, which oversees 
the state's $8-billion farming in­ 
dustry. 
Department officials described the 
resignation as sudden, but an in­ 
dustry spokesman and a farm-area 
legislator said they'd expected it. 
“ It’s been rumored for a long time 
that Tim was going to resign because 
he was unhappy with working under 
Rose Bird, that he was not given an 
opportunity to do what he wanted to 
d o .” said Clark B iggs, p ress 
spokesman for the California Farm 
Bureau Federation.

Despite appointment of CAC members 
Montclair council not endorsing Expo at OMS

In appointing members of the Community Action Com­ 
mittee (CAC) as communications contac ts for Expo 81, 
the Montclair City Council made it clear that it did not en­ 
dorse the proposed world’s fair at the Ontario Motor 
Speedway. 


Mayor Harold Hayes introduced a request from Jack 
Kelly, executive vice president and manager of Santa Fe 
Federal Savings and Loan in Ontario and regional com­ 
m issioner for the Expo 81 Corp. communications 
network, that the council appoint local representatives 
for the network 


Councilman Tom McCHire voiced grave concerns about 
such appointments being interpreted as an endorsement 
of Expo 81. And he was adamant that the council not take 


such action until all members had had the opportunity to 
read and review the draft environmental impact report on 
the issue. 
“ It was my intent at the next council meeting to in­ 
troduce a resolution in support of or opposition to Expo 
81,“ McClure said “ I have a distinct feeling that the only 
reason the cities are being solicited at this time is to get 
us on board in order to get people's names on letterhead 
endorsing expo. ” 
The councilman said that questions about pollution, 
transportation and burdens on local municipalities to sup­ 
port services given the international exposition have been 
met with evasive answers. He said he was reluctant to 
recommend that anyone serve on any advisory or com­ 
munications board for the exposition until these concerns 
are allayed. 


Unless and until I am convinced that there is a suf­ 
ficient return to all of the communities in this valley I’m 
not ready to ask anyone to serve on a communications 
com mittee,” McClure said. “The council needs to take a 
look and review the draft environmental unpact report of 
that thing that is proposed out there 
Hayes clarified that it was not his intent that the CAC 
serve as an official arm of the exposition s commissions. 
“ This is opening an avenue through which they can 
communicate with us, 
Hayes said “ There are questions 
that need to be answered and they are at least making an 
overture to us We don’t want to be a part of the commis 
sion as such, but we do want a constructive overview of 
the situation." 
Councilman Nelson Gentry reminded council members 
that the unemployment rate in the West End is high and 
the problem of unemployment won’t just go away. Expo 


81 is one means of providing jobs for the unemployed. 
People can come into the CAC and express if they 
want to see this thing go. If it is to be done, it should be 
done in the right way We need some stimulation of 
employment in this area If it’s not Expo 81, it should be 
something." Gentry said 
McClure, referring to Expo 81 Corp President Richard 
Pittenger, retorted “ 1 don’t impugn that man’s integrity 
because I don t know him. But I’d send a carefully worded 
letter so it won't be interpreted as an endorsement 
Things have been grossly misrepresented” in the past. 


Hayes said that with the CAC and Montclair Chamber 
of Commerce serving as the respective community and 
business liaisons, the people of Montclair at least have a 
vehicle to receive information. 


“This is not an endorsement,” Hayes said.

Won't hike 
coffee price 
for 45 
d 
says retailer

Chicago's major retail food stores 
have agreed not to raise the price of 
coffee for 45 days, even if wholesale 
prices — currently rampaging up­ 
ward — force the stores to lose 
money. 
The agreement, announced Tues­ 
day by Chicago Mayor Michael A. 
Biiandic. differs from the coffee 
boycott that consumer officials and 
supermarket chains in some other 
areas have been supporting 
Biiandic praised city Consumer 
Sales Commissioner Jane Byrne for 
persuading the food stores to agree 
to the freeze, and she said the 
boycott is not the answer to sky­ 
rocketing coffee prices because 
coffee-drinking is too deep a habit 
with Americans. 
She said she thought the price 
freeze would dissuade shoppers from 
hoarding, which could raise prices 
even higher. 
But Frank Camberos of Treasure 
Island stores, one of Chicago's major 
chains said at the news conference 
Tuesday that “we have to go further 
than a price freeze. 
“We have to actively urge people 
to switch to other beverages and to 
make a can of coffee last two weeks 
instead of one week,” he said. 
The boycott, begun last month by 
New York City Consumer Affairs 
C om m issioner E lin o r G uggen- 
heimer. has spread to other parts 
of New York State and to Con­ 
necticut, M ichigan, Ohio. M as­ 
sachusetts, Washington. Oregon, 
California, Florida and Canada 
Coffee prices in the United States 
have roughly doubled in two years, 
and are approaching $3 per pound 
Wholesale prices are now about the 
same, which means future retail 
prices are likely to go up. 
Coffee companies say the spiral 
was triggered by a bad frost in 
Brazil, the major producer, in 1975. 
But some consumer officials say 
that’s just an excuse for raising 
prices. 
Grocery store executives at the 
Chicago news conference estimated 
that a two-pound can of coffee now 
selling at $4 99 would go up to $6 29 
without the price freeze. 
In New York. Mrs Guggenheimer 
said Tuesdav that the boycott would 
not be reflected in lower prices for 
several months. She urged coffee 
drinkers to cut their consumption in 
half for 1977. 
In Washington. Rep Fred Rich­ 
mond, D-N.Y., a member of the 
House A griculture C om m ittee, 
charged the State Department has 
been “ woefully lax” in failing to do 
something about “ outrageous taxes 
imposed by coffee-growing coun­ 
tries. 
Brazil has imposed an 85-cents-a- 
pound export tax and in Colombia, 
where floods have hurt coffee 
production, the tax is $1 47 a pound. 


Iran losing oil 
sales to Saudi, 
UAE undercut 


TEHRAN. Iran (AP) - Iran is los 
ing nearly 10 per cent of its expected 
oil sales for 1977 — more than 16 
million per day — bec ause of price 
undercutting by Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates, the National 
Iranian Oil Co. said today. 


Twenty-five new customers who 
agreed to buy 1.2 million barrels of 
crude oil per day in 1977 are now tak­ 
ing only 693.000 barrels per day. the 
company said 


The cutback does not affect the 4 5 
million barrels per day Iran sells 
through a consortium of Western oil 
companies. There was no indication 
whether the consortium also was 
taking less oil. 


Iran will reduce its oil production 
because of the cutback, an official of 
the national company said 


Eleven of the 13 members of the 
O rganization of Petroleum E x­ 
porting Countries decided last month 
to raise oil prices 10 per cent on Jan. 
1 and 5 per cent on July 1. However, 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Em irates refused to go along saying 
they would hold the price hike to 5 
per cent

Election law violation? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Perjury 
and obstruction of justice may have 
occurred during an investigation that 
concluded Federal Election Com­ 
mission Chairman Vernon Thomson 
violated federal law. an FEC staff 
report says. 
The report did not specify who 
might have committed the perjury 
or obstruction of justice, but it 
detailed discrepancies betw een 
sworn testimony by Thomson and by 
former Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird. 
The FEC report concluded that 
Thomson apparently violated federal 
law by telling form er Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird about a 
pending FEC probe involving a Ten­ 
nessee race for the Senate. 
Thomson’s comments to Laird at a 
Washington club, the report said. 
* eventually led to publication of a 
story in the Nashville, Tenn Banner 
on Oct. 25. 1976. saying the FEC had 
subpoenaed campaign records of 
now-Sen. Jam es Sasser, D-Tenn 
Federal law prohibits the public 
disclosure of FEC investigations 
without the consent of those being in­ 
vestigated. 
Violation of the secrecy pro­ 
visions is a civil m atter, punishable 


by fines up to $3.000 or up to $5.000, if 
the violation was willful. 
R eports of the investigation 
received wide attention in 1 en- 
nessee in the closing days of the 
heated race between Sasser and 
then-Sen William E Brock III 
"I categorically deny wrongdoing 
in the m atter and am confident that 
the final resolution of the investiga­ 
tion will so demonstrate.' Thomson 
said in a statement issued at the 
same time the report was released 
Laird was not available for com­ 
ment, a spokesman said. 
The report, by FEC general 
counsel John Murphy, concluded that 
V ictoria Ann Tigwell, an FEC 
em ploye, also violated secrecy 
requirements by confirming the ex­ 
istence of the investigation to a Ten­ 
nessee GGP official. Miss Tigwell. 
placed on administrative leave by 
the FEC. should be fired, the report 
recommended. 
In regard to persons not connected 
with the FEC, it said there is a ques­ 
tion whether they could be fined lor 
violating the secrecy law 
The 43-page staff report was sent 
to Atty. Gen. Edward Levi by a un 
animous commission vote The FEC, 
in a letter to Levi, said the commis­ 


sion decided not to take further ac­ 
tion on the m atter because of its 
great delicacy and difficulty .” 
The report said the question of 
perjury or obstruction of justice is a 
difficult one 
“There is some evidence on this 
record that perjury may have been 
committed and obstruction of justice 
attem pted in the course of this 
investigation However ... I am not 
at the (sic) time prepared to rec 
ommend to the commission that it 
refer any aspect of this case to the 
Department of Justice for investiga­ 
tion of these potential charges.” 
wrote Murphy. 
The report noted at least five dif­ 
ferences between testimony from 
Thomson and Laird, given in deposi­ 
tions to FEC lawyers. 
Thomson denied he said anything 
specific to Laird in their Oct. 19» 
1976. conversation at the Washington 
club, especially that he had men 
tioned anything about the 1* EC 
“ i n v e s t i g a t i n g ( c a m p a i g n ) 
records. 
But Laird said Thomson 
did mention investigating records 
and that Thomson's comments were 
in reaction to Laird’s listing of possi­ 
ble campaign violations in Tennessee 
and other states.

He predicted there 
would be more than enough sponsors 
in the next few days to provide at 
least a House majority — 218. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O Neill 
of M assachusetts said the first 
priority of Democrats, who now con­ 
trol both the legislative and ex­ 
ecutive branches after eight years of 
divided government, “ must be to put 
Americans back to work 
House leaders are to gather Friday 
in Plains, Ga., to discuss the rest of 
Carter s economic package with the 
I »resident-elect.

Fla , today, awaiting ex­ 
tradition on second-degree murder 
charges in the death of his wife, 
Arlene, 55 
Hollywood Det. Mike Jadwin said 
Langlois had confessed killing his 
wife after having an argument with 
her last Friday in which he asked for 
a divorce. 
"She said she wouldn't,’ Jadwin 
said. “ At the end of the discussion, 
he picked up a hammer and struck 
her six times over the head.” 
Jadwin said there were no charges 
against the second wife. Christine 
Floyd, 59, of Gloversville, N Y , 
whom he described as “ an innocent 
victim erf circumstances 
Mrs Floyd was a widow before 
marrying Langlois, the detective 
said, and had been told by Langlois 
that his divorce became final Dec. 
31, the day of the killing 


The couple was married Friday 
afternoon in a Methodist church 
after they produced what seemed to 
be a valid marriage license* 
The manager of the hotel where 
the small reception took place said 
reservations had been made “ a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago. ” He said the wed­ 
ding couple “ stayed till midnight.

French sex—a myth, not a reality 


PARIS (AP) - France is ex­ 
periencing a small sexual revolution 
that shows the country is more a sex 
uai desert than a pleasure garden It 
is also withering the myth of Gallic 
infallibility in the arts of love. 
The revolution has not brought 
more or freer sex relations. But 
there is a new openness about sexual 
problems. 
The Health Ministry has set up a 
telephone service for referrals on 
sexual problems, it gets several 
thousand calls a week 
Every 
woman's magazine offers its version 
of “ He s Sexually Bored: How You 
Can Help Tonight 


Sexual m alaise and the new 
frankness about it are evident in a 
constant media drumbeat of reports, 
personal accounts and learned 
counsel. 


Surveys indicate that about half 
the women in France are non- 
orgasmic. Dr. Albert Netter told a 
meeting of physicians the French 
"have sexual relations less often 
than in the past and an examination 
of th eir sperm count shows a 
weakness unknown 40 years ago ” He 
blamed a semi-permanent state of 
tension in French life. 


Dr. Dahlia Torchin, a gyneco­ 


logist who wrote a thesis on frigidity, 
says the change began two years ago 
and the revolution is on the verbal 
level so far. 
But she s a y s 
Frenchwomen talking about the sex 
ual problems of their husbands and 
themselves is a major departure, 
although it Is a long way from 
catching up with the Scandinavian 
countries or the United States 


“Ther* is a basic, sometimes un 
believable ignorance about their 
bodies,” Dr 
Torchin said of her 
patient» “ While the rest of the world 
was associating France with sex­ 
uality the way they do England with 


prudery, people here were just too 
bourgeois, too Catholic, too ash­ 
amed or too proud to talk about their 
lack of sexual satisfaction 
Historians and sexologists argue 
that the notion of French sexuality, 
an exported image for centuries, 
never reflected the reality They say 
libertinism was confined to a very 
limited elite. 
“The French relished the thought 
they were champions,” said sex 
oiogist Benjamin Duvshani. “ Now 
everybody is getting a look at the 
emperor with his clothes off and it 
h u rts”

The weapons may also have been turned in during a 
program whereby servicemen gave the government 
weapons which they had obtained illegally during the war. 
These weapons, through some manner, may have been 
transferred to the suspects, they added.

Tot now holds ID card from DMV 


Three-month-old Cameron Andrew Stevens may not be 
able to tell you his name yet, but he can prove who he is. 
He recently became the youngest person to obtain an of­ 
ficial California identification card issued by the Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles, (D M V). 
The card bears his photograph and notes these vital 
statistics: red hair, blue eyes, height, 1 foot 10 inches, 
weight, 12 pounds, born on 10-11-76. bearing an 
X 
and 
the notation, “ his m ark.” 
Cameron s application was made at DMV s West 
Covina office by his parents, M r. and Mrs. Laing A. 
Stevens, who reside in Glendora. 
Motor Vehicles Director Herman Sillas said DMV has 
been issuing official ID cards to Californians without 
regard to a minimum age since Jan. 1, 1976. Legislation 
permitting this was authored by Assemblyman Fred Chel 
of Long Beach, Mike Antonovich of Glendale, and Frank 
Vicencia of Paramount. 


Sillas said DMV supported the legislation because no 
other form of recognized identification was available to 
persons under age 16. 
The same bill authorized the issuance of ID cards for 
senior citizens Available to anyone over 62 years of age. 
the cards are identical in all ways to the standard ID 
card, except that the words “ Senior Citizen' 
appear 
prominently on the face of the card. 
To date, the department has issued approximately 
850,000 non-driver identity cards, of which some 13.400 
have carried the “ senior citizen" notation 
The senior citizen card Costs $3 and is valid for 10 years. 
The regular non-driver identity card, including that is­ 
sued to those under 16, costs $3.25 and expires after six 
years. 
Persons applying for either card must provide a birth 
certificate, naturalization papers or other reliable iden­ 
tification showing the complete birthdate.

Bicycle riders must j io w have a separate seat for their 
passsengers and use identified bike lanes when these are 
available. 
These are two of the state’s bicycle laws recently 
enacted by the California Legislature, said Capt. Jim 
Perkins, commander of the California Highway Patrol of­ 
fice in Ontario. 
The new provisions include: 
—Bicycle riders must ride on a regular, permanent 
seat. And if they carry someone, the passenger must have 
a separate seat. If the passenger weighs less than 40 


pounds, the seat must incorporate restraints and protect 
the occupant from moving bicycle parts. 
- A right turn may be signalled by extending the right 
hand and arm horizontally in the direction of the turn. It 
is still permissible to signal a right turn with the leit hand 
and arm extended vertically. 
—Bicycles may not be parked or left on a sidewalk in a 
manner that blocks pedestrian traffic. 
-When identified bike lanes are available, bicycle 
riders must use them whenever moving at a speed less 
than that of the normal traffic flow.

Jones pleaded guilty in 
the Chino Municipal Court 
to assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm on one of 
the guards. The original 
charge of attem p ted 
murder by a prison inmate 
was dismissed. 
Jones, who now faces a 
term in a state prison, 
asked that the normal 
probation and p arole 
report be waived. 
Preliminary hearings for 
four other wards believed 
involved in the riot are con­ 
tinuing in the Chino court. 
During the hearings, only 
two witnesses, both Youth 
Training School officers, 
have taken the stand to 
identify a large array of 
photographs of inmates 
suspected of being in­ 
volved. 
The photos, about 50, 
have been tagged into 
evidence. 
The defendants are 
Edward Renee Hernandez. 
Robert Donaldson, Angel 
Chavez and Moorey 
Faucett. Each is accused 
of attempted murder on a 
peace officer and assault 
with a deadly weapon 
Donaldson has also been 
charged with robbery. 
During the riot, guards 
Gary Cauble and Tapiri 
Tabisuri were overcome 


by wards. Cauble suffered 
a serious head injury and is 
still confined to a hospital. 
Tabisuri suffered facial 
and head injuries 
Twelve wards later es­ 
caped from the institution 
by jumping over perimeter 
fences and running into a 
cornfield All but one were 
captured.

City planners vision a 
bustling blocklong com­ 
munity center on Center 
Street in the downtown 
area. Mrs. Swope says no 
Mrs. Swope, who has 
lived in Costa Mesa for 61 
years, owns a piece of 
property right in the mid­ 
dle of the planned city proj­ 
ect and she says she has no 
intention to give it up 
“They come along and 
have this domain thing, 
that crooked thing they’ye 
got,” says Mrs. Swope, 
bristling, “and they con­ 
demned it. They’ve offered 
me $36.000 for the property 
and I won’t take it." 
Mrs Swope has a three- 
bedroom house on the land, 
which she rents for $200 a 
month. She lives less than 
a block away. 
“ I’m 81 years years old 
and I'm raising my great, 
great, great niece, she s 12 
years old,” Mrs. Swope 
says. “The rent I get from 
that house pays the utility 
bill, the grocery bill and 
the essentials for the little 
girl. I ’ve had her all my 
life. I'm the only parents 
she knows, and I ’m too old 
to work.” 
Mrs. Swope feels her 
property is worth a lot 
more than what the city is 
offering. 
“ I ’m getting 
swindled, they're trying to 
steal it from me,” she 
says. "I told them, You're 
trying to steal it from me 
because I'm 81 years old,

So, the venerable old 
lady from Center Street 
found herself a lawyer and 
the case Is waiting for a 
jury trial. She says she 
simply doesn't want to sell 
the place, "not even for

nitttfip Kai-shek's corrupt associates are living on 
borrowed time, and deservedly so. Only a few Americans 
— emotionally involved with breast thumping protesta­ 
tions of “eternal loyalty” — can conjure up any reason for 
perpetuatii« the hoax of Taiwan being the true govern­ 
ment of almost a billion Chinese scattered over the face 
of the earth. For more than two generations the United 
States has been the mainstay of the autocratic dic­ 
tatorship. Since the days of Franklin Roosevelt, Patrick 
Hurley and George Marshall, our State Department has 
been followir* the suggestions and demands of the 
greatest con artists in international diplomacy. Hopeful­ 
ly President-elect Carter will recognize the fallacy of our 
position in Taiwan and South Korea, even though it might 
mean that some of our “old China hands” may have to 
give up their striped pants and go to work for a living. 
Even now, no foreign currency not brought in by 
visitors can be taken out — with a $600 limit and a careful 
search by the examiners of all departing visitors Even 
transients must have a documented visa before they are 
permitted to leave the country — or enter it. According to 
gome incoming passengers, a listing of foreign currency 


is an invitation to every rip-off artist with any contact 
with immigration officials. So experienced travelers use 
secret pockets and money belts to hide their paper money 
in excess of the permitted $600. 
The low income of the average Taiwan worker enables 
the favored exporter to undersell any other industrial 
producer in the Orient, with the possible exception of the 
U.S.-subsidized South Korean. 
Three hours away by jet, Singapore — with almost 
three million Chinese on the island — offers an air clear­ 
ing life. At the moment, elections are being held with can­ 
didates being permitted to say what they please about 
their opponents. Custom inspection is accomplished by a 
wave of the hand, and currency restrictions are non­ 
existent No one even asked to see my passport. What an 
exhilarating relief from the basicaUy unimportant little 
police state of Taiwan!

La Verne College expects to have a Law Center 
operating by April when the American Bar Association 
accreditation team is expected to visit the campus. 
The college officials hope they have finally overcome 
the many obstacles which have arisen since plans for a 
Law Center on the La Verne campus - a prerequisite for 
accreditation — were first developed some time ago. 
Last fall, a formal groundbreaking ceremony was held 
on the campus as the kickoff for a fund drive to build a 
law building on the campus 
___ 
•But simply getting plans drawn up and cleared 
through all the various governmental agencies by April 
proved to be impossible, " said Donald Qague vice presi 
dent for graduate and professional studies at LVL 
“While we were concerned over the delay in construc­ 
tion plans, the brokers for the Alpha Beta market 
L* 
Verne approached us and asked if we were into ■ 
acquiring the property after the market was closed. 
The college had. at one time, owned the property and 
was somewhat interested in regaining the land, Clague 


“We had not known that the property would be 
available when we first started law school development. 
added the administrator. 
Qague said the college has leased the market building 
with an option to buy the' property. 
“ At first, we planned to use the market as a law center 
but further investigation deemed the structure too sma 
to house a law school. 
.... 
“Then, we realized that, with its central a i r condition­ 
ing in one large room, the market would make an ideal 
library. It even has smaller rooms to be list'd a. 
workrooms and libary offices. 
...

“Further study indicated that the present _ librar 
building, with some small alterations, could give us 
more than adequate law school building, 
t la*ue 
Architects have said that the remodeling needed b\ 


both buildings to accommodate the new uses is not a com­ 
plicated process. 
“We are now in the slow process of getting our plans ap­ 
proved by the city, county and other agencies necessary, 
added the vice president. 
What is really holding us up. 
said Qague, 
is the 
delivery of new library stacks from the manufacturer 
He said the college has been told that it will take two 
months for the book shelves to arrive 
Then, added Qague, the books can be moved and the 
library back into operation within 24 hours Once the 
books'have been moved to the new library, the present 
building will be remodeled. 
Qague said the existing library is about 20 years old and 
has had several additions, the last one in 1966. 
The present library will provide four large classrooms, 
at least two - possibly three - seminar rooms and a law 
library The building will also house faculty and ad­ 
ministration offices for the law school 
“One of the best results of the project, 
Qapu«1 
“is that the whole concept will cost about $150,000. and we 
already have the money.

This means that the law school building will be debt 


“When it appeared at one time that the law school 
wouldn't be built for the lack of funds, the Student Law 
Association urged law students to pledge funds to help 
with the cost." said the adnriinistrator. 
“Manv of the students did pledge to the LV( board 
sums up to $1,000 each The board expressed appreciation 
to the students for their support. 
Now these students are being contacted to see it tht v 
wish to withdraw the pledge since the college has he 
money for the school Several students have indicated 
that they would like to continue their pledge and have thi 
money used for programs and educational needs.

Pomona school boards makes

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Big profits in 
smuggled smokes 


Smuggling is as old an American tradition as the 
first parliamentary tax on goods shipped to the 
colonies. At least one honored patriot, Samuel 
Adams, was high on King George III s most-wanted 
list for, among other activities, his involvement in 
the illicit tea trade. 
The modern smuggler is no patriot and doesn 
deal in contraband tea. He’s more likely to be 
engaged in shipping truckloads of cigarettes from 
low-tax states, especially North Carolina, Virginia 
and Kentucky, to high-tax states, which include 
most of the others. 
One estimate is that the interstate transportation 
of cigarettes by professional smugglers is costing 
the bigh-tax states $400 million In revenue each 
year. Nobody knows how many individuals cross­ 
ing, say, from Kentucky, with a three - cent - a 
pack tax. into Ohio, with a 15-cent tax, stash a few 
cartons in their cars for themselves or friends 
It’s the big-time operators who are worrying 
state officials, however. In the past eight months in 
New York, 96 arrests for cigarette bootlegging 
were made, and 75 per cent of those arrested were 
connected with organized crime. 
In one recent raid on a warehouse in the Bronx^ 
police confiscated 30.000 cartons of unstamped 
cigarettes and stamping equipment. The group 
operating out of this one warehouse was turning 
over a weekly tax-free profit of $200,000. 
After hearing testimony from state and local tax 
and law enforcement officials about the involve­ 
ment of organized crime in the lucrative cigarette 
smuggling industry, the Advisory Commission on 
Inter governmental Relations has urged both 
federal and state action to deal with the problem. 
The commission, created by Congress in 1959 to 
monitor interstate and state-federal relations, and 
to make recommendations for changes, says that 
Congress should make the shipping of large 
numbers of contraband cigarettes across state lines 
a major federal felony. 
It also recommends that high-tax states enter 
into cooperative agreements with low-tax states to 
detect and report unusually large cigarette 
purchases that appear to be intended for illegal sale 
and that the states beef up the penalty provisions of 
their current cigarette laws, 
A dissenting voice was heard from a represen­ 
tative of the Tobacco Tax Council, a tobacco in­ 
dustry group, who opposed action by the federal 
government. Instead, he urged states to lower their 
high tax rates. 
“If the profit motive for organized crime was 
removed by reducing the cigarette tax rates, says 
William A. O’Flaherty, “the problem could solve 
itself.” 
There’s less chance of that happening, however, 
than there is that the high-tax states will try to per­ 
suade the low-tax states to raise their cigarette 
taxes 
Until the wide cigarette tax disparities that exist 
among the states are somehow eliminated — or un­ 
til Americans stop smoking cigarettes — 
smuggling business will continue.

In resonse to public demand the board of trustees 
of Pomona Public Library has voted to reopen the 
library on Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. starting 
this woe*it 
The library has been closed on Saturdays since 
last July when budgetary constraints forced a cut­ 
back in services. Since then, through the elimina­ 
tion of bookmobile services, cutbacks in personnel 
and other savings, the board has found the money to 
restore Saturday service through the end of the 
current fiscal year which ends in June. 
After that it will depend, at least to some degree, 
on what use the public makes of the libraiy on 
Saturdays if the hours are to be continued So, if the 
public really means what it has been saying about 
wanting the library open on Saturday, it had better 
make good use of the facilities. 
The board of trustees will be taking a good look 
at Saturday patronage figures as it prepares its 
budget for operation of the library in the new fiscal 
year starting July I. We commend the board for its 
responsiveness to public need and caution the public 
that unless there is good use of the library on Satur­ 
days. continued openings on that day may not be 
justified financially in the future. 


WASHINGTON - The last of the 
W atergate investigations, an ex­ 
haustive, year-long probe of Richard 
Nixon s efforts to circumvent the 
federal merit system, has just been 
completed. 
According to the confidential 
findings, the Nixon White House set 
up a political clearance system, 
w hich ch eck ed 
th e p o litic a l 
philosophies and connections of 
hundreds of applicants for govern­ 
ment jobs. 
The applications were processed 
by a special White House Personnel 
Operation, which was established to 
tighten the Nixon grip on the federal 
bureaucracy The politically favored 
a p p lic a n ts w ould be ra n k e d , 
depending on how influential their 
backers were. 
Then the White House would plant 
them in key career jobs which, under 
the law, w ere supposed to be 
awarded according to merit. The hir­ 
ing was arranged through a network 
of centrally controlled “ special 
referral units,” which operated 
quietly inside various government 
agencies 
Even more shocking, top officials 
of the Civil Service Commission con­ 
doned and even participated in the 
political manipulations. They not 
only were aw are of the illegal 
p atro n ag e sy stem but used it 
themselves. Yet they are responsible 


for safeguarding the merit system. 


These startling findings, perhaps 
the last echo of the Watergate years, 
are contained in a report by the 
House subcommittee on manpower 
and civil service The painstaking 
study, which h a sn ’t yet been 
released to the public, outlined how 
the Nixon administration tried to 
restore the discredited political 
spoils system, which was abolished 
94 years ago 
According to the study, political 
favoritism in the civil service 
system reached a peak during the 
Nixon years, 1969 through 1973. 
Here’s how it worked: 
F^tronage units were set up within 
each federal agency to find positions 
for individuals who were given a 
“ preferred ’ status by the White 
House Personnel Operation. 


The a p p lic a tio n s had to be 
forwarded to the Civil Service Com 
mission, of course, for approval. But 
top CSC officials, instead of policing 
the illegal preferential hiring, aided 
and abetted it. Using their own 
“pmk-tag” system to segregate the 
favored applications, they helped to 
expedite them. 
The subcommittee report charges 
that Commissioner Ludwig J. An- 
doisek was personally responsible 
for expediting 100 to 300 special pink- 
tag cases. In one case, Chairman 


Robert Hampton intervened at the 
request of former Rep. Ijob for one 
of the ex-congressman’s relatives. 
As an e x a m p le of how the 
patronage system operated, the 
study cites the General Services Ad­ 
ministration, which hired more than 
300 employees through the patronage 
system 
One GSA official gave an affidavit 
that he had been instructed by his 
superiors to hire a driver for former 
Attorney General John Mitchell dur­ 
ing a hiring freeze. 
The official said he was also 
directed to hire the sons of two 
former Nixon cohorts, ex-Attorney 
General Richard Kliendienst and ex- 
Budget Director George Shultz For 
Shultz, testified the GSA aide, “ we 
established a job we did not need and 
at a location of his choosing 
Nixon's first GSA chief, Robert 
Kunzig, cam e out of the Penn­ 
sylvania Republican organization 
lie allegedly established a special 
“ Pennsylvania Connection," through 
which Pennsylvanians received 
preferential treatment. 
According to the report. Penn­ 
sylvania's powerful senators, Hugh 
Scott and Richard Schweiker. sent 95 
and 134 job referrals, respectively, 
to GSA. One applicant recommended 
by Schweiker, Jack LeMay, played 
an active role in the patronage 
operation.

While the governor and some legislators are sitting on 
their hands or otherwise delaying decisions regard ng 
school financing on the excuse they must await the 
Supreme Court s final ruling on the now famous Serrano 
Case the ultimate answer is cleanly apparent to anyone 
who wants to apply ordinary common sense to the 
problem. 
The case hinges on the contention that every child is en­ 
titled to educational opportunities of equal quality 
regardless of where he resides Quality, judging from the 
initial court rulings, is to be measured by the dollars 
spent So far no one has indicated that how they are spent 
is a consideration. 


Some have advanced a “Robin Hood theory that funds 
should be taken from districts rich in property taxes and 
given to the poorer ones. Such poppycock has a certain ap­ 
peal to some politicians who believe robbing the rich to 
give to the poor is a sure vote getter, because there are 
far more poor than otherwise But the illusion is disap­ 
pearing fast as more and more become poor. If no other 
reason, taxation is seeing to that. 


The right answer is a complete disassociation of school 
financing from property taxes. The relationship between 
the two was irrevocably shattered when California moved 
from a rural agrarian state to an industrialized urban one 


Educational financing is, in the final analysis, the sole 
responsibility of the state That is recognized in all post 
secondary education excepting the community colleges. 
The question there is why should they be different. 


It is also recognized in the fact the state finances close 
to half the present costs of the elementary and secondary 
programs Which leaves the question of why not 100 per 
cent? Undoubtedly, the court rulings will move it closer 
to that, like it or not. 


Aside from the costs to the state in such a solution, the 
main opposition stems from two sources. One is the no­ 
tion of “ local control” of the public schools As more and 
more federal and state funds have poured into the coffers 
of the local districts, that control is more a figment of the 
imagination than a reality. For those with the purse str­ 
ings have placed so many regulations, restrictions and 
mandates upon the schools local control isn’t much more 
than naming the superintendent and setting the salaries. 


That, of course, is the reason for opposition to 100 per 
cent state funding. For if the state were to assume total 
responsibility for school financing, what is as sure to 
follow as night comes after day is the establishment of 
statewide standards for salaries and staffing in the same 
manner as the state now does for the state colleges. And 
certainly, if “quality” of education is to be m easured in 
terms of dollars spent, equality of salaries and staffing 
must be a major factor in that measurement. 
School districts which pay their administrators far 
more than the State Superintendent of Instruction, and 
some even more than the governor, are bound to battle 
such a solution. So, too, are those who have overloaded 
their payrolls with administrators, consultants, and other 
types of boondoggles who do everything except teach the 
kids. 
But 100 per cent financing accompanied by uniform 
standards for salaries and staffing would satisfy the 
courts, whatever their rulings may be Otherwise, as long 
as the state only partially finances the schools and per 
mits the locals to raise money elsewhere there will 
always be inequalities in the programs. 
How will the state get the money? Why the same way 
they would get it by indirectly 100 per cent financing the 
schools through property tax relief programs which 
propose rebates to local government without any control 
over the spending.

By his careful watch over spending, 
his detailed study of m ilitary 
programs, he bolstered efficiency 
and economy in this sprawling 
agency I would venture to say that 
in his tenure this man alone saved 
you and me billions of dollars which 
would otherwise have been wasted. 
Nothing slipped by his eagle eye 
McNeil left the Pentagon in 1969 
The organization chart was not 
changed There have been six com­ 
ptrollers since his time, all in the 
sa m e lo c a tio n In th e p a p e r 
hierarchy. T here has not been 
another McNeil 
Most recent presidents have made 
much of reorganization They have 
prepared detailed plans oI great 
complexity. There have been some 
small successes and many large 
failures. 
M , , 
The point I make with McNeil is 
the men a president picks for critical 
posts in his government determines 
how efficient - or wasteful - that 
government will be. 
The failures of the seven presi­ 
dents I have watched in action come 
not from mi »organization of the 
federal governm ent, sloppy and 
haphazard as It is 
Rather the failures have come 
these presidents have not 


had the will or wisdom to appoint 
great minds to their cabinets, and 
outstanding men and women to the 
number one, two and three slots in 
each major agency. 
No president can p o s s ib ly be suf­ 
ficiently wise or knowledgable to 
handle all major problems he faces 
Even when he has the facts fed him 
by advisers. 
What he needs is the daily give and 
take with tremendous minds Not 
just to pump experts for informa­ 
tion 
Think back if you will. In the last 
30 years how many great men have 
been members of any cabinet1 Then 
recall earlier periods 
Thomas Jefferson. John Marshall, 
James Madison, Daniel Webster, 
John C. Calhoun. William Seward, 
Edmund Randolph were secretaries 
of State 
A lexander H am ilton, 
A lbert 
G allatin, W illiam McAdoo and 
Andrew Mellon were secretaries of 
the Treasury, 
Harlan Stone ami Roger B. Taney 
were attorneys general. Jam es 
M onroe and E lihu Root w ere 
secretaries of War Herbert Hoover 
was a secretary of Commerce. 


It may be that today men of great 
stature won’t consider cabinet posts. 
But I think the problem may be 
simpler. Great men would upstage a 


president, at times edge him out of 
the spotlight. 
P residents, being politicians, 
wouldn’t like that Few men in the 
business are comfortable surrounded 
by minds more brilliant than their 
own. 
In the main, men who succeed to 
the presidency have large egos They 
have run the race because they like 
to command Even the best tend to 
surround themselves with men and 
women they can control — or 
dominate. 
But think what a 1977 president 
could accomplish if he had a cabinet 
of modern Jeffersons, Hamiltons, 
McAdoos, John Marshalls, William 
Sew ards, H arlan Stones. Elihu 
Roots. They would stir things up as 
Washington has not been stirred up 
for more than a century 


Ideas would come thick and fast. 
The bureaucracy would be inspired. 
The debates on major issues would 
be awesome Out of the intellectual 
clashes would come new solutions to 
problems we have met with Band- 
Aids. 
Mr Carter to date has called on a 
variety of experts for advice. Thus 
far, however, he has surrounded 
himself with loyalists. We shall have 
to wait to see what type of men and 
women he puts in the major posts of 
his administration.

A flag 
came home. 
Almost 20 years later I took my son 
to France to visit his father s grave. 
When the kindly custodian asked us 
whose grave we had come to see my 
throat closed. I couldn’t speak or eat 
for 48 hours. I grieved as if my hus­ 
band had just died. Even now. as I 


write these words I can feel my 
throat tighten. I realize I suffered all 
that agony because I had never 
witnessed the final farewell. I should 
have requested that my husband s 
remains be sent home and had a 
funeral. 
So please keep telling it like it is, 
Ann. People need to hear it.

Fashion magazines and 
catalogues are as prized 
here as they are in other 
East Bloc countries where 
style takes a backseat to 
uniformity. Romania im­ 
ports as little as possible to 
save foreign currency 
needed to speed its in­ 
dustrial development 
“ We have three big 
shops.” said a young

WASHINGTON - The 
nation's food canning in­ 
dustry today said it will 
provide new weight infor­ 
mation on its products 
labels to assist consumers 
in making food buying 
selections. 
Charles J. Carey, presi­ 
dent of the National Can- 
ners Association, an­ 
nounced that food canners 
will begin with some of the 
1977 canned food produc­ 
tion to declare voluntarily 
the “solid content” weight 
of canned fru its and 
vegetables on labels. 
Solid content weight is 
the weight of food put into 
the container before ad­ 
ding liquid and before 


processing, Carey ex 
plained 
The addition of 
this weight declaration on 
labels will give consumers 
more information on which 
to base their buying deci­ 
sions. 
The additional weight in­ 
formation for consumers 
will cost them only a frac­ 
tion of a cent per con­ 
tainer. Carey stated, 
because the “ fill-in 
w e ig h t is p r e s e n t l y 
measured by the industry 
tor quality control pur­ 
poses. The weight deter­ 
mination is made on 
products as they progress 
through the processing 
line. After weighing the 
raw product, the liquid or 


syrup n e c e s s a r y for 
processing is added, con­ 
tainers are sealed and 
processed. 
Carey said the new 
weight declaration will 
give 
c o n s u m e r s 
as 
meaningful information as 
a “ dr a in ed weight' 
declaration at far less cost. 
Also, the canners program 
will avoid the destructive 
sampling that would be 
required to determ ine 
drained weight. This will 
avoid massive waste of 
food and containers. 
The solid content weight 
declaration will be placed 
on the Principal Display 
Panel immediately to the 
right of. or below, the net 


weight declaration. It 
would read: “Weight of 
( name of food ) . . 
oz. + . 
the blank to be filled with 
the solid content weight of 
that particular lot. The 
asterisk or other symbol 
would refer to a statement 
on the Information Panel 
which 
would 
r e ad 
“ -f-Weight of (name of 
food) means weight before 
addition of processing 
liquid" or “ -(-Weight of 
(name of food) means 
weight before addition of 
liquid n e c e s s a r y for 
processing 
NCA is recommending 
that indivudual canners 
keep fill weight records 
and make these records 


available on a voluntary 
basis to the Food and Drug 
Admi ni st rat io n upon 
request. The industry will 
use procedures similar to 
those utilized by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
in determining fill weight. 
Those procedures call for 
collecting sample lots of at 
least five containers every 
45 minutes or less, im- 
.mediately ahead of con­ 
tainer closing machines. 
These samples are then 
weighed according to stan­ 
dard laboratory practice to 
assure accuracy of label 
statements. 
The 450 members of the 
National Canner Associa­ 
tion account for about 90 


per cent of the nation's 
production of canned fruits 
and vegetables, meat, fish 
and speciality products. 


Chicken Thrift 
Chicken livers and thighs 
are both in good supply 
now. according to the 
National Broiler Council, 
so it’s a good time to buy 
them. Because livers are 
100 per cent edible, allow 
about a quarter pound per 
serving.

ovens in operation. With a 
40 per cent increase in 
sales expected this year 
alone, could the rest of us 
be that far from conver­ 
sion? , 
The most radical change 
in American cooking oc­ 
curred in 1915 when the 
American Stove Company 
introduced the first oven 
heat regulator. The com­ 
pany actually had to in 
itiate an educational 
program for homemakers 
(hi the advantages of time 
and temperature cooking 
One side product was the 
printing of the first recipe 
book giving recommended 
temperature and cooking 
time, thereby removing 
some of the guesswork. 
We continued to cook the 
same way until 1929. when 
the first gas range with an 
automatic top burner 
lighting system was in­ 
troduced This particular 
range was so high-style it 
made all other ranges of 
the period appear obsolete 
Called a “ Magic Chef,’’ it 
was designed to look like a 
table top when the burner 
area was closed and it sat 
on shorter legs than its 
competitors. 
“ The gap between the 
first Magic Chef and the 
technology used in today s 
microwave ovens is filled 
with the electric ranges 
and self-cleaning and 
stackable ovens we’re now 
using," explains Mrs. 
Crocker, who has also been 
a consultant to major food 
companies “ The most re­ 
cent advance in heat 
regulation itself is a tip- 
sensitive meat probe

Super Bowl script 
like Western movie

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sunday s 
Super Bowl might well stack up as a 
scenario from an old Western movie 
on the late, late show No Hollywood 
script writer could dream up a better 
plot. 


There's Fran Tarkenton. the Min­ 
nesota quarterback. He's the griz­ 
zled gun-hand still looking for the 
man with a faster draw. But he’s get­ 
ting up in y ears as football 
sharpshooters go—just short of his 
37th birthday—and the guys in the 
saloon wonder how his nerves and 
skills have weathered the ravages of 
time. 
Let Henry Fonda play the part 
Then there’s this young buck who 
just blew into town itching for a 
fight. Quarterback Ken Stabler of 
the Oakland Raiders, strong and 
quick, rambunctious, with the brass 
and boldness of a stage coach ban­ 
dit. 
Give Clint Eastwood a month s 
growth of beard, pull him out of the 
spaghetti westerns and let him wear 
Oakland jersey No. 12. 


Tarkenton has to be the good guy- 
soft-spoken, unflappable, able to fill 
in on the town's pulpit when the 
parson is ill. He orders sarsparilla. 
Give Stabler the black hat. He can 
shoot the corks out of a whiskey bot­ 
tle at 50 vards He is ready to shoot 
up the town. He drinks carbolic acid 
The old guy is the town legend 
Every passing record in pro football 
has fallen to his smoking gun Cover­ 
ing 16 years, he has gone eyeball-to- 
eyeball with the best—Johnny 
linitas, Bart Starr. Roger Staubaeh 
and Joe Namath—and walked away 
each time intact. 
Through it all, he has remained un­ 
touched by scandal or controversy. 
He is football’s gentleman destroyer. 
The tough kid is impressed but un­ 
awed His theory is that records 
were made to be broken. 
“ Tarkenton has been great. 
Stabler says. “But when I take the 
field 1 think there s no better 
quarterback in the world. I want to 
prove it by winning the Super Bowl 
Tarkenton is clean-cut. close- 
shaven. unprententious, moderately 
reserved. Stabler flaunts a sinister 
growth of shaggy beard, exudes con-

wrangler anxious to get inside the 
joint and start busting mirrors. 
The contrast carries over to the 
two team s they represent, the 
National Football League survivors 
who meet in the game’s great ex­ 
travaganza 
Bud Grant, the Minnesota coach, 
could be the town marshal. He is a 
strict law-and-order man—a stickler 
for discipline and decorum. His 
crewcut gray hair stabs like porcu­ 
pine quills into the air. His steel blue 
eyes could melt an anvil. 
The Vikings pride themselves on 
their conservative stance They tuck 
their shirts into their pants, wear 
jackets and ties to dinner and would 
rather die than be caught picking up 
the wrong fork. They are deter­ 
mined to defend the town against the 
“rowdies". 
The “rowdies" are the Raiders 
Their trail boss, or coach, is John 
Madden, a massive man with lusty 
tastes He speaks with a raunchy 
tongue His shirt tail is always hang­ 
ing out He looks as if he could kill a 
keg of beer with a single swallow 
He presides over a team of 
renegades One third of the squad is 
made up of castoffs from other 
teams They play the game with 
gusto—a free and unfettered spirit— 
and they play rough. “Not rough- 
just aggressive," insists George At­ 
kinson. Oakland's notorious de­ 
fensive back who has been labeled a 
head-hunder. 
So it goes down to a shootout Sun­ 
day on the chalk-striped turf of the 
famed Rose Bowl 
If you want an ending to the 
scenario, just remember that the 
sands run out for the old gun 
fighters. The tough kids from 
Oakland shoot up the lamp posts, 
steal the marshall’s tin badge, beat 
the nice old guy in a fair fight and 
send him back to the snow country 
How many bullets—or completed 
passes—does it take to etch the 
figure of 27-14 on the scoreboard?

Miss 
Comaneci picked up six 
more perfect 10s on her 
way to winning three gold 
medals. 
In an Olympic year, 
other performers won 
more gold, but through the 
big eye of television, no 
one won more attention.
